REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1/31/2008 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The claims are allowed because the cited prior art do not teach or fairly suggest 
the combination of method steps as claimed. Regarding the information disclosure 
statement filed 5/24/2006, while each of the references 1, 3, 4, 7, and 16 teaches 
domain inversion by electric field poling of a sample of lithium niobate, they fail to teach 
or fairly suggest applying a layer of metallic zinc to a z-face of lithium niobate for 
forming a waveguiding structure. While references 10, 17 each teaches a layer of 
metallic zinc to a z-face of lithium niobate, they fail to teach or fairly suggest using a 
sample of lithium niobate whose domain inversion is by electric field poling. With regard 
to the information disclosure statement filed 1/31/2008, Lu Ming et al is not valid prior 
art and while no date can found for the Fujimura et al reference, it fails to teach or fairly

suggest using a sample of lithium niobate whose domain inversion is by electric field 
poling.
